Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower in 
hie official report credits the 
European victory to Allied might 
and teamwork and Nazi miscalcu- 
lations, The report was released 
by the War Department last night. 

Detailing the sweep of his 
armies from Normandy to the 
Elbe in a 123-page report to the 
Combined Chiefs of Staff, the Al- 
lied Supreme Commander said, 
“The war was won before the 
Rhine was crossed. , The 
enemy played into our hands by 
his insistence upon fighting the 
battle where he stood.” ; 

The Germans guessed wrong 
D-day, Eisenhower said, by hold- 
ing the bulk of their forces op- 
posite England in wait for a sec- 
ond assault Which never came.

Farm Food Retail Prices Highest 


duction of atomic bombs in the 
United States was not fully in 
Government hands, but that sepa- 
rate stages of the production were 
leased to private monopoly firms“ 
such as E. I. de Pont de Nemours. 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (AP) 
—April retail prices of farm-pro- 
duced foods were at the highest 
level since the boom days of 1920, 
except for a short wartime period 
in 1943, the Department of Agri- 
culture reported yesterday. 

But with the consumer paying 
higher prices, the farmer’s share 
of the consumer’s dollar spent for 
farm food products dropped to 
54 cents after holding at the 
record-matching level of 55 cents 
during each of five preceding 
months. 

An increase in retail prices and 
a decline in prices received by 
farmers contributed to this situa- 
tion, the report said. 

Using as a yardstick a huge 
market basket holding an entire 
year’s supply of food for three per- 
sons, the report drew this graph 
of retail food prices: At the peak 
of inflation in 1920, after World 
War I, the retail price of the 
basket was $567, highest on rec- 
ord; in 1929, another boom year, 
it was $446; in the 1935-39 peace- 
time years the average price was 
$340, but during 1943 it reached 
$484, highest since 1920. 

Then came the subsidy “roll- 
back” in retail prices and the con- 


sumer’s price dropped to $451 for

Output of Beef for Average Con- 
sumer Drops Again. 

CHICAGO, June 2% (AP)—Pro- 
duction of beef for the average 
consumer took another sharp drop 
last week, the American Meat In- 
stitute said yesterday. During the 
week ending June 22, nearly 100 
plants operated by 10 large pack- 
ing companies were able to buy 
only 14,000 head of cattle within 
Office of Price Administration 
compliances. 

The institute said this was 25

GANDHI CONFERS

NEW DELHI, June 24 (AP)— 
Faced by the virtual certainty that

SINGAPORE, June 24 (AP)— 
Something new in labor troubles 
was reported today from upcoun- 
try Malaya.

President Truman and Speaker 


representatives of the executive 
and legislative branches of the 
Government, Fred M. Vinson. of 
Kentucky became the head of the 
judicial branch when he took the 
oath, of the Chief Justice of the 
United States in an unprecedented 
ceremony today on the south por 
tico of the White House.

In a. brief extemporaneous 
speech, President Truman told the 
several thousand spectators that 
the appointment of the thirteenth 
Chief Justice was “lucky for the 
United States and lucky for Mr. 
Vinson,” adding, “I hope it 1s.“ 

Speaker Rayburn: presided at 
the eight-minute colorful cere- 
mony. The oath was adminis 
tered by Chief Justice D. Law- 
rence Groner of the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals, on 
which the present Chief Justice 
sat for five years before he joined 
the executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment for wartime service. 
Modeled After F.D.R. Ceremony. 

The ceremony was modeled aft- 
er the inauguration of the late 
President Roosevelt in January, 
1945. At that time, the weather 
was gray and damp but the sun 
came out just as the presidential 
oath was administered. Today the 
sun’ beat down continuously at an 
83 degree temperature, In the far 
distance the white marble dome of 
the Jefferson Memorial gleamed 
through the heavy green foliage. 

It was a sentimental. affair, 
matching almost the deep personal 
feelings shown by the speeches 
made a year ago last April in the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee room when the Chief Justice 
was sworn in as Secretary of the 
Treasury. i 

Speaker Rayburn, an old friend 
of his former colleague in the 
House, told of his great pride in 
presiding and noted that this was

Under the charter, situa- 
tions which threaten international 
peace are handled by the Council, 
while those which merely threaten 
to impair friendly relations can be 
taken to the Assembly.

Air 1 Essential. 
Covering as it did the decisive 
period between D-day and VE-day, 
Eisenhower's report was similar 
in bulk to the earlier final report 
of Gen. George C. Marshall, his 
predecessor as War Department 
Chief of Staff. It was accom- 
panied by a separate atlas of 
maps charting the advance 
against the Axis in the Pacific as 
well as in Europe, and was dated 
July 13, 1945, when SHAEF was 
dissolved. 

The report detailed the telling 
blows struck by the United States 
and Royal Air Forces, with the 
comment that “the overwhelming 
Allied superiority in the air was 
indeed essential to our victory.” 
Although the broad tactical 
plans for the “Overlord” operation 
—the invasion of the continent— 
were completed and approved by 
the combined chiefs in August, 
1943, Eisenhower said he won 
agreement to increasing the Nor- 
mandy assault force from three to 
five divisions. 

D-day originally was May 1, but 
it was delayed until June 6 rma 
by lack of sufficient landing craft 
and by weather. D-day for the 
southern France landing had to 
be delayed from July 1 to Aug. 15 
because of the same shipping 
shortage. 

The scheme of maneuver 
against Normandy proposed in the 
advance plans, Eisenhower noted, 
was “practically identical with 
that which was followed during 
the campaign.” 

In the actual landing, he said 
“We achieved a degree of tactical 
surprise for which we had hardly 
dared to hope.”

COMPROMISE PLAN 
REPORTED UNDER 
SIUDY ON TRIESTE 


Bidault Said to Have Pro- 
posed Internationaliz- 
ing City for 10 Years, 
Then Plebiscite.

PARIS, June 24 (AP)—Hope for 
solution of the troublesome Trieste 
problem, key to the Italian peace 
treaty, mounted today amid re- 
ports that the British, American 


and Russian delegations to the 
Foreign Ministers’ Council were 
considering a compromise plan 
put forward by France. 

While nothing official was an- 
nounced concerning the plan, it 
was reported that France had pro- 
posed that the disputed Adriatic 
port be internationalized for a pe- 
riod of 10 years, after which a 
plebiscite would be held to decide 
whether the city should go to Italy 
or Yugoslavia. 

It was understood that Georges 
Bidault, French provisional Presi- 
dent and foreign minister, ad- 
vanced the pian at a closed ses- 
sion last Friday, when the for- 
eign ministers were re-examining 
the Italian-Yugoslav border issue. 

It was also understood that 
United States Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes and Soviet For- 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov dis- 
cussed the proposal at their small 
dinner party Friday night and that 
Byrnes talked it over with Presi- 
dent Truman in their telephone 
conversation Saturday. 

Molotov had a half-hour private 
talk today with Byrnes at the 
American delegation hotel head- 
quarters, an American source re- 
ported. There was no indication 
of what the two had talked about. 
The meeting was arranged be- 
tween sessiong of the foreign min- 
isters council at Molotov’s request. 

There were no meetings yester- 
day, and Byrnes used the day for 
a complete rest. He was suffer- 
ing from a cold, and Mrs, Byrnes 
insisted that he conserve his 
strength. 

It was not clear from unofficial 
reports of the French proposal 
how the compromise on Trieste, 
if adopted, would affect the Ital- 
lan-Tugoslav border question. 

The Russians have proposed a 
line which would run south from 
the Austrian border to the Adri- 
atic far west of Trieste, while the 
other three ministers favor a 
frontier which would run a little 
east of the city. 

The three western Allies have 
held that ethnically Trieste is 
Italian and should go to Italy, 
but the Russians say this would 
make an Italian enclave within 
Yugoslav territory if the Soviet 
line were accepted. 

If the western Allies accept a 
plan to internationalize Trieste, it 
would appear that they would be 
doing so to meet Russian objec- 
tions and would thus be ready to 
accept the Russian frontier line. 

Two Sessions Scheduled. 

In an effort to speed up their 
work of drafting the Italian peace 
treaty, the foreign ministers 
scheduled both morning and after- 
noon sessions today. The offi- 
cially announced agenda included 
the Austrian-Italian and French- 
Italian borders and the disposal 
of surplus Italian naval: units.

FRENCH COMMUNISTS GET 
NONE OF KEY CABINET POSTS 


They Drop Usual Demand and Also Retreat 


on Wage Boost Issue in Entering 
>. .  Bidault Government. 


PARIS, June 24 (AP)—¥rance’s 
third post-liberation coalition gov- 
ernment was organized today by 


President Georges Bidault with 
eight ministers of his own party, 
the Popular Republican Move- 
ment (M.R.P.), seven Communists 
and six Socialists, 

Bidault—who kept the foreign 
affairs portfolio handed him by 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle a year and 
a half ago—staked his future and 
that of his party on a cabinet 
formed only after sizable conces- 
sions by the Communists, who re- 
treated from their insistent de- 
mand that trade union demands 
for 25 per cent wage increases be 
met, 

They agreed to Bidault’s ceiling 
of 15 per cent salary boosts for 
low-wage brackets and a sugges- 
tion for a worker-employer-gov- 
érnment conference to study the 
whole problem of wages and 
prices. 

The Communists also abstained 
from oe one of the three 
key ministries in the government 
—interior, foreign affairs and na- 
tional defense—which they had 
sought in vain to enforce upon 
Gen, de Gaulle and threatened to 
ask of Bidault. Socialist Edouard 
Depreux got the interior post and 
the other two key portfolios went 
to M. R. P. men. 

New Vote in October. 

Bidault’s party also took over 
the finance, national economy, 
justice and information minis- 
tries. The French people will 
have an opportunity, at elections 
in October, to give their verdict 
on how they think the new Gov- 
ernment has run the country. 

One newcomer to the Govern- 
ment line-up was Alexander Va- 
renne, onetime governor of Indo- 
china. He entered the cabinet as 
its only independent after his 
own party—the Democratic and 
Socialist Union of the Resistance 
—joined the Radical Socialists in 
refusing to participate. He was 
appointed, with Francisque Gay, 
an M.R.P. leader, a minister of 
state. 

The new cabinet will meet to- 
morrow and will go before the 
Constituent Assembly for formal 
approval Wednesday. Socialist 


Felix Gouin, retiring president, 
entered the new cabinet as a vice 
president, together with Maurice 
Thorez, Communist party leader. 

The Government was formed 
after an agreement by the three 
major parties that Oct. 18 would 
be the deadline for new general 
elections. The Assembly is com- 
mitted to the completion of a new 
constitution to be voted on by the 
French people berore that date. 

ood Post Unfilled. 

Bidault offered the food min- 
istry to Yves Farge, a member 
of the “Group des Republicains et 
Resistants,” which is affiliated 
with the Communist party. His 
reply has not been received. The 
food ministry is one of the tough- 
est posts in the cabinet. Bidault 
will name additional secretaries 
of state tomorrow. } 

The Communists held the same 
posts they filled in Gouin’s cabi- 
net—armament, industrial produc- 
tion, labor, public health, veter- 
ans’ affairs and reconstruction. 
The Socialists held, in addition to 
the vital interior ministry—which 
controls the police—the portfolios 
of public works, agriculture, edu- 
cation and colonies, They relin- 
quished the finance post to Robert 
Schuman of the M.R.P. 

The other cabinet appointees 
were: Justice, Henri Teitgen, 
M. R. P.; Interior, Edouard De- 
preux, Socialist; Army, Edmond 
Michelet, M.R.P.; Armaments, 
Charles Tillon, Communist; Fi- 
nance, Robert Schuman, M.R.P.;

Menthon, M.R.P.; Public Works, 
Jules Moch, Socialist; Agriculture, 
Pierre Tanguy-Prigent, Socialist; 
Industrial Production, Marcel 
Paul, Communist; Education, Mar- 
cel Naegelen, Socialist; Communi- 
cations, Jean Letourneau, M.R.P.;

Oppositien in Rome. 

In Rome, Premier Alcide de 
Gasperi declared that Italy would 
“resist with all her strength” any 
peace settlement which would in- 
ternationalize Trieste and cede 
western Istria to Yugoslavia. 

The Premier said that lack of 
official information from the Paris 
conference permitted the hope 
that alarm being felt in Rome was 
“exaggerated,” 

Meanwhile, the Paris corre- 
spondent for the Soviet news 
agency Tass attacked what he 
called “falsehoods and fictions” 
about the Foreign Ministers’ con- 
ference in the French press, 

Among these he listed a claim 


that Tass demanded a “definite 
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that the Soviet delegation had pro- 
posed to resolve the Trieste prob- 
lem by resettling the city’s Italian 
population.

Fate of 3 British Hostages 
May Depend on Sen- 
tences English Court 
Hands Down. R 


JERUSALEM, June 24 (UP) ~— 
Thirty members of Irgun Zvai 
Leumi, Jewish resistance move- 
ment, went on trial for their lives 
today with the possibility that 
the fate of three British hostages 
depended on the outcome. 

The Irgun group has threat- 
ened to kill three British officers 
kidnaped at Tel Aviv last week 
if its members are executed by 
the British. Two other British 
officers kidnaped at the same 
time were freed Saturday night. 

The 30 defendants, all in their 
teens, except the leader, intoned 
verses from the Psalms as the 
charges against them were read 
by the president of the British 
military court. The charges were 
illegal possession of seven auto- 
matic guns, scores of pistols and 
rifles, several machine guns and 
other arms. The penalty under 
the emergency law is death. Two 
other Irgun members already are 
under death sentence. 

When the court president reprt . 
manded the defendants for their. 
Psalm recitations, a spokesman 
replied in Hebrew, “We do not 
recognize this court's jurisdiction.” 

All wore khaki uniforms and 
tiny blue and white emblems of 
the Irgun. The group leader was 
heard to mutter, “Through blood 
and fire shall Judea arise.” 

The prosecutor said a Royal 
Air Force plane last April 3 
spotted the defendents carrying 
out military execises in Batyam, 
a small Jewish community on the 
outskirts of Jaffa. The Army 
rounded them up and seized their 
weapons, 

The Jewish extremists defied the 
Monday deadline set by Hagana, 
largest of the Jewish resistance 
movements, for release of the 
three officers. Hagana promised 
action against the Irgunists unless 
the Britons were freed today,

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe railroad presented to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in 
Washington tocay its plan to en- 
ter St. Louls, making possible 
through single-line service be- 
tween this city and the Pacific 
Coast. 


This is to be done, if the ICC 
approves the plan, without build- 
ing any new trackage. The Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy is to 
share in the changes of route 
outlined, and most of the Missouri 
trackage of the Alton Railroad, 
recently abscrbed by the Gulf, 
Mobile & Ohio, is to be acquired 
by the Santa Fe and the Burling- 
ton jointly. 

The two roads propose to ac- 
quire jointly the 156-mile line of 
the Alton between Kansas City 
and Mexico, Mo. The Santa Fe, 
in addition, would acquire track- 
age rights over the Burlington 
line between Mexico and St. 
Louis. The Alton would reserve 
trackage rights over the Kansas 
City-Mexico line for freight serv- 
ice 


Besides these changes directly 
affecting the St. Louis rail gate- 
- way, the Burlington would acquire 
trackage rights over the Santa 
Fe main line between Kansas City 
and Bucklin, Mo., 110 miles; and 
over the Wabash track between 
Camden Junction and North Kan- 
gas City, 32 miles. 

The route which the Santa Fe 
and the Burlington would use 
between St. Louis and Kansas 
City, under the new plan, is the 
game that has been used for the 
last 40 years by the Burlington 
and the Alton jointly. The two 
roads propose to spend $5,000,000 
for improvement of this line. In 
their statement to the ICC, the 
Santa Fe and the Burlington said: 
This plan would provide the 
first single-line service between 
St. Louis and the Pacific Coast, 
and between St. Louis and an ex- 
tensive territory served by the 
Santa Fe. It would permit direct 
movements between the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts through St. 
Louis, using only two railroads, 
an advantage long enjoyed by Chi-

DISABILITY CLAIMS BY FIFTH

has filed a claim for a disability 
pension, the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion reports.

June 1 had received 47,055 claims, 
of which 22,281 were granted, 19,- 
109 were disallowed and 5665 were 


ill awaiting adjudication. The 
ncy has estimated there will be 


245,781 veterans in the eastern 
half of Missouri by June 1947. 


Pensions range from $11.50 a 


month for veterans with 10 per 
cent disability to $300 a month 
for those who have suffered loss 
of sight or amputation of limbs. 


Her rescuers were amazed at the

Found by Student. 

She was found by Porter Chad- 
wick, a University of Arkansas 
student from Pine Bluff, Ark., 
member of a posse that had 
combed the mountains for days. 
The search had left her father, 
John Van Alst of Kansas City, 
Mo., in a state of collapse. 

Chadwick and his party had 
reached the summit of a moun- 
tain when their periodic calls were 
finally rewarded by the child's 
answer, “Here I am.” 

She stepped out of a cave where 
she had slept for three nights and 
smiled wanly at her rescuers. She 
was wearing the bathing suit she 
had on the day she was lost, and 
her body was covered by insect 
bites. Otherwise she was un- 
harmed, and doctors at Fayette- 
ville hospital said she would be re- 
leased after a few days’ rest. 

“When they didn’t find me in a 
day or two,” she said, “I knew 
then that I was going to die. But 
still I wasn’t frightened.” At 
night she said her prayers and 
then tried to sleep in the cold 
wind-swept mountains. 

Lost Track of Time. 

After the first few days, she 
lost track of time. Much of the 
time she walked in an area of 
perpetual twilight except when 


the sun went down behind the 


hills, ‘Then it became inky black. 
When she grew weary, she would 
pause by a mountain stream and 
dangle her swollen and aching 
feet in the cold water. The area 
abounded in berries and this was 
her food. 

The child said she saw no ani- 
mal or human. Once she heard 
the baying of dogs but it was far 
away. 

She was found about seven 
miles from the vacationers’ re- 
treat where she set out, but 
Ozarkers believed she had walked 
dozens of miles through the 
forests. 

In the same area a woman per- 
ished two years ago after wan- 
dering 17 days, Her body was 
found only 50 yards from a gov- 
ernment road but so dense was the 
growth she could not see it. Sev- 
eral others have died in these 
hills in similar manner.

Future operations, as in the past, 
may be financed jointly by the 
Community Chest, successor to the 
War Chest, and the city, it was 
indicated. The present budget 
runs only through June 30, but 
arrangements are being made for 
continued operations under a new 
budget, using the unexpended bal- 
ance of city funds. Approval of 
the Comptroller has not yet been 
received on this plan, however, 

75,935 Veterans Served. 

Griffin pointed out that the cen- 
ter, to date, has served 75,935 vet- 
erans at a cost of 42 cents each. 
He pointed out also that Maj. Gen. 
G B. Erskine, head of the Retrain- 
ing and Re-employment Admin- 
istration, has stated that for such 
a center “expenditures seem to 
range from $3 to $7.50 per man 
who is expected to return to the 
community from the armed forces. 
The average cost appears to be 
about $5 per person served at the 
center.” 

“These figures,” Griffin said, 
“do not indicate that we have 
been wasteful at our center. On 
the contrary, they show clearly 
that we have made only a begin- 
ning. Mr. Moors, the new direc- 
tor, has outlined a program which 
will carry forward that beginning 
and provide a really first-rate 
service—at a cost that is not ex- 
pected to rise above 85 or 90 cents 
per veteran served.” 

The proposed budget for the 
next six months will be under dis- 
cussion at a meeting of the cen- 
ter board of directors Thursday. 
This budget, tentatively, calls for 
total operating and administrative 
expenses of around $60,000, includ- 
ing the establishment of the new 
vocational guidance program and 
the advertising campaign. 

Griffin said also that the fact 
that the center has an unexpended 
balance of funds on hand shows 
that “we previously asked for 
funds to cover our maximum 
needs, and have not used funds we 
did not need.” 

Advertising Campaign. 

A new location for the center, 
he said, should be determined as 
quickly as possible, so that the 
advertising campaign may get un- 
der way. In addition to the distri- 
bution of pamphlets describing the 
center, it is planned to have com- 
mercial firms sponsor advertise- 
ment of the center’s activities. 
Griffin declared that such a cam- 
paign should not be opened until 
the center location is established 
definitely.

Approval of the proposal to levy 
a city tax on the income of in- 
dividuals but opposition to taxing 
corporation income was voiced to- 
day by the St, Louis Chamber of 
Commerce at a public hearing by 
the Aldermanic Ways and Means 
Committee. 

The committee has proposed a 
tax of K of 1 per cent on gross 
income of individuals and on net 
income of corporations, without 
any exemptions of deductions. As 
originally proposed by Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, the tax rate 
would be % of 1 per cent. 

John B. Edwards, chairman of 
the chamber’s legislative commit- 
tee, said the organization’s execu- 
tive committee, while aware of the 
need for additional city revenue, 
felt such a tax on corporation in- 
come would “tend to drive indus- 
tries from St. Louis” and reduce 
payrolls. : 

Such a levy would tax incomes 
earned outside of the city and 
would present complex accounting 
problems, he asserted. 

E. A. Smith, chairman of the 
General Council on Civic Needs, 
which he said represented 172 
civic, religious and fraternal or- 
ganizations, spoke in favor of the 
proposal, contending the tax 
would not be burdensome, 

Support of the measure came 
also from John I. Rollings, execu- 
tive secretary of the AFL Central 
Trades and bor Union, The tax, 
he said, is needed to finance the 
city’s program of rat elimination 
and rubbish collection and to in- 
crease the pay of municipal em- 
ployes.

Before the meeting, Oldenburg 
told reporters that less than 25 
per cent of the residents of the 
area in a one-mile radius of the 
playground were Negroes. Baumes, 
in announcing that the play-. 
ground had been set aside for 
Negroes, said that there were 
about twice as many Negro as 
white children attending public 
elementary schools in the area. 

Alderman Jake Sellers, Republi- 
can, Sixteenth Ward, joined the 
conference, but did not state his 
position in the controversy. Open- 
ing of the playground, in a mixed 
white and Negro area, was de- 
layed last Monday pending a de- 
cision on whether it should be re- 
served for whites or Negroes.

ATTACKS VIEWED 
AS SIGNIFICANT

WASHINGTON, June 24 (AP)—

It is in this light that the latest 
article of the Soviet academician, 
Eugene Tarle, is being closely 
studied here. His complaints, in 
an article in Moscow Saturday, 
are that the United States is seek- 
ing to crush the working Class in

American peace” to conclude the 
War. 

From the time that the United 
States, Britain and Russia be- 
came allies against Germany until 
quite recently, relations between 
American and Soviet officials were 
generally much more agreeable 
than those between Soviet and 
British leaders.

the “confirmation finally of a man 
capable of doing the great job 
which he has been appointed to.” 

Rayburn introduced the black- 
robed Groner, who gave the two 
judicial oaths, barely looking at 
his notes. Groner’s deep, resonant 
voice was equalled by the new 
Chief Justice’s repeated, “I do, so 
help me God.” He kissed the 
Bible, a custom revived by Presi- 
dent Truman. 

The Chief Justice wore a dark 
blue suit, white shirt and blue- 
gray tie. He stood erect but r- 
laxed. . 

„Most Auspicious Occasion.” 

Prsident Truman, in ‘a blue, 
double-breasted suit, and blue tie, 
smiled wholeheartedly as he 
stepped to the three microphones 
after the oaths had been given. 
He noted that this was a “most 
auspicious occasion.” 

“Only 13 presidents,” he said, 
“have had the honor and priv- 
lege of appointing a Chief Jus- 
tice of the United States. That 
duty fell upon me. It was one 
on which I labored long and faith- 
fully and I finally chose the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. The only 
regret I have is that in selecting 
him I am losing Mr. Vinson from 
the cabinet of the President.” 

The President did not, of course, 
allude directly to the “war” be- 
tween Justices Jackson and 
Black, but he may have had it in 
mind when he said: 

“We all know that one of the 
three branches of the Government 
of the United States is the branch 
of the judges—the judicia) branch. 
The Supreme Court is at the top 
of the judicial branch. All of us 
have the utmost respect for the 
courts of the country, and we 
know that respect will be en- 
hanced when Mr. Vinson becomes 
Chief Justice of the United States, 
actively on the bench.” 

As he stepped back into the 
shadows of the Corinthian col- 
umned portico, the President 
shook hands with the new Chief 
Justice. 

Speaker Rayburn introduced the 
Rev. Frederick Brown Harris, 
Senate chaplain, who prayed and 
gave the benediction. The cere- 
mony was closed by the playing of 
the Star Spangled Banner. 

Some of ose Present. 

The portico was not as crowded 
as during the Roosevelt-Truman 
inauguration. Most of the jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court have 
left Washington but Justice Bur- 
ton was in the front row. Other 
officials present were John W. 
Snyder, St. Louis banker, who will 
take the oath tomorrow to suc- 
ceed Mr. Vinson, as Secretary of 
the Treasury; Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, Adm. Leahy, Secre- 
tary of the Interior Krug, former 
Attorney General Homer Cum- 
mings and Jesse Jones. 

There has been considerable 
speculation as to why the Presi- 
dent and the new Chief Justice 
wanted to make such a public 
ceremony of the judicial oaths, 
which are traditionally admin- 
istered in the Supreme Court 
building, one in the justices’ rob- 
ing room the other in the court 
room, One theory was that the 
President wanted to signalize the 
co-operation of the three branches 
of government. Another is that 
the President and the Chief Jus- 
tice are “neighborly folks” and 
like to invite friends to participate 
the acceptance of high honors,

BLANDY HOPES REAL 
TEST IS AS GOOD 


ABOARD THE U. 8. 8. MOUNT 
McKINLEY, June 24 (AP)—The 
bombardier let go his practice 
bomb right on the nose today. 

Results of the rehearsal bomb- 
ing staged in Bikini lagoon showed 
that the practice bomb exploded 
in the air between the battleship 
Nevada—bull’s-eye of the target 
fleet—and the carrier Indepen- 
dence, 

“Tt was swell,” said V. Adm. 
William H. P. Blandy, commander 
of the test force, who inspected 
the Nevada after the practice 
bombing. “I hope the real show 
goes as well.” 

(Columbia Broadcasting System 
Correspondent Don Mosley, who 
visited the Nevada, said deck of 
the battleship was pitted by the 
explosion and that light damage 
was reported on the Indepen- 
dence.) 

The rehearsal, in which scores 
of planes and ships and thousands 
of naval personnel went through a 
practice maneuver almost as in- 
tricate ag the real test scheduled 
for next week, was like the main 
event in every detail except the 
bomb, 

The superfortress carrying the 
practice bomb took off from Kwa- 
jalein airfield and began the first 
bomb run at 8:30 a.m. Eleven 
minutes later it was over the tar- 
get fleet, but the first was a nega- 
tive run because the bombardier 
couldn’t see the Nevada because 
of clouds. 

The plane then circled and made 
another run and this time every- 
thing clicked. It was “bomb away” 
at 9:14 a.m., Bikini time. 

Burst Seen for 10 Miles. 

The bomb exploded in a blos- 
som of orange flame, 

Observers on this flagship 10 
miles from the target fleet could 
not see the B-29. But there, 
against the bright blue sky, the 
Orange fire suddenly flamed for 
an instant. Then a big ball of 
greyish white smoke drifted up- 
ward and began floating off to 
the southwest. 

Two accompanying Superfort- 
resses dropped blast-recording in- 
struments on parachutes in split- 
second timing after the explosion. 

The first of the aircraft de 
signed to track the radioactive 
cloud which will rise over the la- 
goon on Able Day came winging 
over next. 

From the McKinley’s upper 
decks, the larger target ship could 
be identified, even by untrained 
observers. 

The McKinley, together with an 
escorting destroyer, was closest in 
to the target. 

Eight ships, which with the 
McKinley remained in the lagoon 
overnight, sent out boats at day- 
break and picked up all hands 
from the target craft and the 
islands. They had remained to 
the last adjusting instruments, 
and getting up steam to keep 
pumps and other equipment going 
until they could return. 

Men Cover Eyes. 

The rehearsal was executed in 
such detail that the McKinley's 
crewmen, who had been brought 
topside to see the show, were 
ordered to cover their eyes with 
their arms and turn their heads 
away a few seconds before the 
bombardier’s radioed call Bombs 
away.” 

In all, 76 planes took part in 
the rehearsal, including remote- 
controlled aircraft which will fly 
through the deadly radioactive 
clouds above the atomic bomb 
burst. 

Remote-controlled land bombers 
and navy fighters swept up from 
Eniwetok and from the flight 
deck of the carrier Shangri La 
for their practice at sampling 
the radioactive bomb cloud. 

Other planes were assigned to 
track and report the progress of 
the cloud, Modified Flying Fort- 
resses, converted into air-sea 
“Dumbo” rescue planes, were up 
with droppable lifeboats in bomb 
bays. 

Col. William H. Blanchard of 
Chelsea, Mass., operations officer 
riding the tailgun position of 
Dave's Dream, said that the 
bombardier, Harold H. Wood of 
Bordentown, N. J., made a “good 
drop, nicely within the limits.”

Three applications for writs of 
prohibition to restrain St. Louis

Boehm of St. Louls against the 
North American Co., Union Elec- 
tric Co. of Missouri, and others, 
for $24,500,000 in damages, were 
filed in the Missouri Supreme 
Court today by counsel for the 
North American Co., parent hold- 
ing company of Union Electric. 

The requests for writs, in each 
instance directed against Circuit 
Judge James E. McLaughlin of 
St. Louis, in whose division the 
cases are pending, attack validity 
of legal summons served in the 
cases on the North American Co., 
which has its principal office in 
New York and is a non-resident 
of Missouri. No action has been 
taken by the Supreme Court. 

It is contended St. Louis Circuit 
Court has lost its jurisdiction, in 
the numerous moves to obtain 
valid service on North American, 
and that, as a result, “there was 
no suit pending.” 

Boehm, who lost his $54,000 a 
year post as executive vice presi- 
dent of Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri, as an aftermath of dis- 
closures of the Union Electric 
Slush fund scandal in 1939 and 
1940, filed three suits in 1943 
charging conspiracy to defame, 
and charging slander and libel, 
against North American, Union 
Electric and other defendants. 
The actions were the result of 
other-suits charging Boehm and 
other former Union Electric of- 
ficials with wrongfully withhold- 
ing more than $400,000 in the slush 
fund operations. 

In the course of various moves 
by counsel for Boehm to obtain 
legal service on North American, 
in 1944, 1945 and 1946, five succes- 
sive writs of attachment were is- 


and efforts made to levy them on 
stock of Union Electric held by 
the North American Co. 

The applications filed today as- 
sert the Circuit Court completely 
lost jurisdiction as far as North 
American is concerned, by quash- 
ing the third of the series of at- 
tachments, in March 1945, fol- 
lowed by filing of a release by 
Sheriff John F. Dougherty, at the 
direction of Boehm, of all levies 
made under preceding attach- 
ments. No appeal was taken by 
the plaintiff, it was said. The 
order sustaining the defense mo- 
tion to quash the service there- 
fore became final at the expira- 
tion of the February 1945 term 
of court on March 31, 1945, it was 
asserted.

NANKING, June 24 (AP) — 
Communist Leader Mao Tse-tung 
declared today the Chinese people 
believed that United States Army 
and Navy forces in China “have 
become a grave menace to the 
national peace, security and free- 
dom” of the country. 


Mao issued his statement at his 
Yenan headquarters. By far the 


strongest criticism yet leveled at 
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United States activities in China, 
it said the people felt the depar- 
ture of American military forces 
was “long overdue.” 

This development came at a 
time when the efforts of Gen. 
George C. Marshall, 3 United 
States envoy, to bring the Gov- 
ernment and the Communists to- 
gether had reached a crucial 
stage. 

Tension had been increased ear- 
lier when a mob beat members 
of a party of leftist “peace dele- 
gates” from Shanghai as they 
stepped off a train at Nanking’s 
railway station. The Communists 
charged the Government’s “secret 
police” were responsible for the 
— | incident. 

Mao said the United States had 
given aid only to the Kuomintang 
Government and served notice that 
the Communists “are adamantly 
opposed” to a bill introduced in 
Congress earlier this month re- 
questing continued United States 
military aid to China. 

Since Japan’s surrender, MEO 
insisted, United States aid to the 
Government had “enormously in- 
creased.” 

He said the stationing of large 
United States forces in China was 
“a fundamental cause of the even- 
tual outbreak and propagation of 
civil war in this country.”

tion, an organization composed of 
76 non-scheduled airlines, offered 
to carry the United States mail for 
3 cents an ounce today and de- 
manded a congressional investiga- 
tion of present air mail and freight 
rates. Rates charged by estab- 
lished air lines average upward 
from 45 cents a ton-mile, but a 
spokesman for the institute said 
that under the 3-cent rate, the in- 
dependents could carry mail for 
about 30 cents a ton-mile. 

The non-scheduled airlines, com- 
posed mostly of small companies 
owned by war veterans, suggested 
that “they be allowed to serve the 
public of the United States by:

NEW YORK, June 24 — The

The Schumachers kept boring 
in and at the 12-minute mark, 
Brady snapped up a pass from 
Warren Smith, outside left, to 
open the scoring with a drive 
which the Prague goalkeeper ‘got 
his hands on, but could not hold. 
The New Yorkers cut loose with 
everything they had but the mas- 
terful work between the uprights 
by Albert Pidgeon thwarted every 
attempt. 

The second half was bitterly 
contested, Ralph Stocker, right 
full back, was a tower of strength 
in the St. Louis defense by break- 
ing up attack after attack. The 
Schumachers clung to their one 
goal lead during the terrific pres- 
sure and managed to go further 
‘in front five minutes from the 
end when Douglas broke through 
to score a great goal. 

George S. Biscoll, president of 
the Prague Club, announced after 
the game that he will lodge a pro- 
test with the United States Foot- 
ball Association on the grounds 
that some of the Schumachers 
were over the 18-year age limit of 
the junior competition.

Americans Shot Trying to 
Hait Stolen Jeep in 
Vienna — One Russian 


Also Wounded. 


By LYNN HEINZERLING 

VIENNA, June 24 (AP) — Two 
American soldiers—shot in the 
head by a Russian soldier riding 
in a stolen jeep—were reported 
recovering today as United States 
and Russian authorities pressed 
an investigation of the affair, 
which also resulted in the wound- 
ing of a Red Army soldier. 

United States Army headquar- 
ters declined to make any official 


statement on the matter until the 
investigation is completed and no 
names were disclosed, but the 
best available information de- 
scribed the incident as follows: 

The two Americans—both mili- 
tary policemen—were watching, 
on orders, for a stolen jeep Satur- 
day night and when they spotted 
it approaching the American zone 
of Vienna they ordered it to halt. 
One of the four Russians in the 
jeep opened fire, hitting both 
Americans in the head. 

In the course of the search 
which followed one Russian sol- 
dier was shot and removed to a 
Red Army hospital, where his con- 
dition was not disclosed, and a 
number of Soviet soldiers were. 
questioned. One Russian was be- 
ing held as an alleged occupant 
of the stolen jeep. 

The shooting capped a week of 
unrest involving Allied troops in 
Vienna. A Russian soldier was 
reported killed a week ago in the 
British zone of the city during a 
fight among British, French and 
Russian troops. 


RAILWAY EXPRESS AGENCY 
SEEKS EMERGENCY RATE RISES 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (UP) 
—The Railway Express Agency 
today petitioned the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for emer- 
gency rate boosts pending an ICC 
study of permanent increases. 

The express agency said wage 
increases awarded in 1943 totaled 
$17,087,829 and that another 32, 
268,629 a year.was added in 1945. 
It said higher materials and rents 
in 1946 will increase expenses at 
least $1,130,000 annually. 

It asked for interim boosts of 15 
to 20 cents on less carload rates 
calculated per hundred pounds, 50 
cents, with certain exceptions on 
shipments under 100 pounds, 30 
cents on minimum charges, and 20 
cents per $1000 on money rates. 


RAYBURN HOPEFUL CONGRESS 
CAN RECESS ABOUT JULY 17 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (UP) 
— House Speaker Sam Rayburn 
said today he was hopeful that 
Congress would be able to clean 
up its work in time for a summer 
recess beginning “about July 17 
or 21.” 

Rayburn said that all appro- 
priation bills would be approved 
and that the draft and price con- 
trol acts would be cleared out of 
the way by Saturday. The fiscal 
year ends, and the present draft 
and price.control laws expire at 
midnight Sunday. 

Rayburn made his prediction 
following the weekly conference 
of legislative leaders with Presi- 
dent Truman at the White House.

HOW U.S.-SOVIET LINE IN 
‘REICH WAS DETERMINED 


ELLING in his official re- 
T port of the junction be- 

tween American and Rus- 
sian forces in the final stage of 
the Allied invasion of Germany, 
Gen. Eisenhower wrote: 

“With the approach of our 
respective forces from east and 
west, it was now essential that 
operations on the two fronts 
should be co-ordinated, and 
necessary to learn something of 
the Russians’ intentions. I 
therefore informed Marshal 
Stalin of my general plan to 
strike first in the center and 
subsequently to effect a link-up 
with his forces in the Regens- 
burg-Linz area with a view to 
neutralizing the Redoubt. Mar- 
shal Stalin replied that this 
scheme coincided entirely with 
the Russian plans in respect to 
both the central and southern 
sectors, 

“In regard to territorial 
questions affecting the junction 
of the fronts, it did not seem to 
me practicable to restrict our 
operations to a demarcation 
line prepared in advance, either 
on the basis of the subsequent 
occupational zones or other- 


wise. Both fronts should be 
free to advance until contact 
was imminent, after which an 
agreement should be reached 
by the local commanders con- 
cerned as to any readjustment 
of lines. . . In accordance 
with an agreement reached 
with the Soviet high command 
when the contact was immi- 
nent, the boundary was tem- 
porarily fixed in the central 
sector along the easily identi- 
fied line of the Elbe and Mulde 
rivers.

The attack was not without 
its immediate effect upon us, 
but the sturdy defense by our 
forces followed by our rapid 
and continuous counterattacks 
brought home clearly to Ger- 
many’s military leaders that this 
last effort had failed completely 
and that the Nazi war machine 
faced inevitable disaster. 


My plan was to destroy the Ger- 
man forces west of the Rhine 
along the entire length of the 
front in a series of heavy blows 
beginning in the north, and it 
was my expectation that the 
enemy would, as he had done in 
Normandy, stand without giving 
ground in a futile attempt to 
“fight it out” west of the Rhine. 
Moreover, the air forces were used 
intensively to destroy his mobility. 


Isolation of the Ruhr, 


By March, when our forces 
crossed the river north of the 
Ruhr, at Remagen, and at various 
points to the south, resistance on 
the eastern bank was again re- 
duced to resemble that in France 
following the breakthrough, par- 
ticularly because the enemy, mis- 
taking our intentions, crowded a 
great part of his remaining forces 
into the Ruhr area. 

Our attack to isolate the Ruhr 
had been planned so that the 
main effort would take place on 
the front of the northern group 
of armies with a secondary effort 
on the central group of armies’ 
front. This secondary effort was 
to be exploited to the full if suc- 
cess seemed imminent, Clearing 
the left bank of the Rhine 
throughout its length released the 
means required to strengthen this 
secondary effort. With the cap- 
ture of the Remagen bridgehead 
and the destruction of enemy 
forces west of the Rhine, the an- 
ticipated opportunity became al- 
most a certainty. 

Our forces were now able to 
bridge the Rhine in all sectors 
and they fanned out in great 
mobile spearheads through west- 
ern Germany, disrupting com- 
munications, isolating one unit 
from another, and in the area 
of the Ruhr completing perhaps 
the largest double envelopment 
in history, rendering that great 
industrial area useless to sup- 
port what was left of the Nazi 
armies. 


Unconditional Surrender. 

As our forces moved rapidly 
eastward, with the main effort in 
the center, to establish contact 
with the advancing Russian 
armies at the Elbe, and in turn 
to swing swiftly north and south 
to cut off eny remaining refuge, 
the German high command reluc- 
tantly recognized defeat and be- 
latedly initiated negotiations 


Here follows the full tert of 
the “Conclusions” section of 
Gen, Eisenhower's report to 
the Combined Chiefs of Staff: 


N attempting very briefly to as- 

sess the factors underlying the 

Allied success in this campaign, 
I would stress the importance of 
three episodes as being the most 
decisive in insuring victory. 


The first of these was the bat- 
tle of the Normandy beaches. 


We sailed for France, possessed 
of all the tactical information 
which an efficient intelligence 
service could provide, but we had 
yet to take the measure of the 
foe we were to meet. 
embarking upon the largest am- 
phibious operation in 
against a coastline bristling with 
all the defenses modern ingenuity 
could devise, and behind the 
beaches lay the German armies of 
the west which had not been tried 
in full-scale battle since the dark 
days of 1940. 


As we struggled first to gain 
and then to hold our footing in 
Normandy, we learned the 
strength and also the weakness of 
these armies. We learned that 
the German soldier was still the 
same stubborn fighter whom we 
had met in Africa and in Italy, 
but we saw, too, how slender was 


the thread upon which his exist- 


ence in France depended. 


During the months of June and 
July all the difficulties of com- 
munications and supply which 
were ultimately to prove his un- 
doing became manifest. It was 
thus that we were enabled to 
establish ourselves on the conti- 
nent and to build up the great 
armies necessary to achieve the 
liberation of Europe. 


We learned also, at this 
time, how inadequate wag the 
enemy’s intelligence concern- 
ing the Allied intentions. Thanks 
to his air weakness and con- 
sequent lack of reconnaissance, 
he was completely misled by 
our diversionary operations, 
holding back until too late the 
“orces in the Pas-de-Calais 
which, had they been rushed 
across the Seine when first we 
landed, might well have turned 
tho scales against us. 


The second vital battle was 
that of the Falaise pocket. 

Here the enemy showed that 
fatal tendency to stand and 
Acht when all the logic of war 
demanded a strategic with- 
drawal. By so doing, he al- 
lowed his Seventh Army to be 
encircled and ground to pieces, 
and the battle for France was 
decided among the bloody or- 
chards and hedgerows of Nor- 
mandy. 

As the broken forces fled east- 
ward we strained every effort to 
complete their overthrow before 
they could reach the shelter of 
the Siegfried line, but the logis- 
tical burden was too great, and 
we had to wait until the weary 
winter drew to a close before we 
could strike the final blow.

The third decisive phase 
the campaign consisted of the 
battles west of the Rhine during 
February and March. 

Once again the enemy played) 
into our hands by his insistence 
upon fighting the battle where he 
stood. In the lowland country 
between the Rhine and the Meuse, 
in the Eifel, and in the Saar, the 
armies which had been intended 
to defend Germany were shattered 
beyond recovery.

Throughout the struggle, it 
was in his logistical inability to 
maintain his armies in the field 
that the enemy’s fatal weakness 
lay.

French Newspapers Up to 4 Pages. 

PARIS, June 24 (AP)—France’'s 
two-page newspapers will be ex- 
panded to four pages with a cor-

Early in September British 
and Russian columns occupying 
Iran met in Tehran. Not even the 
Japanese legation could protect 
the Mufti. So, with a price of 
25,000 pounds sterling on his head 
“dead or alive,” he moved again. 


Just where he went and what 
he did has not been revealed. On 
Oct. 24, 1941, the Rome radio sud- 
denly announced: “Italy, who 
knows the Mufti’s feelings of 
friendship and admiration for 
Fascism and the Duce, is glad to 
know he is safe.” 


For weeks the Nazi fascist press 
and the Axis- controlled Arab 
broadcasting stations were filled 
with the details of Haj Amin's 
miraculous escape. 1 

Over the Rome radio Haj Amin 
once more called the Moslem 
world to a holy war—a Jihad— 
against infidel Britain, Yet, how- 
ever important Fascist Italy and 
Mussolini had seemed from Jeru- 
salem, in Rome it did not take 
the Mufti long to perceive that 
Mussolini was only Hitler’s stooge. 
Stooge of a stooge Haj Amin 
would never consent to be. He 
moved to Berlin. N 

There he joined forces with his 
old henchmen, Rashid Ali el Gail- 
ani, ex-Premier of Iraq. The Ger- 
mans were not slow to make the 
most of his presence. 

Poses With Hitler. 

There was a description of the 
interview of Haj Amin with Mus- 
solini and a statement by the 
Mufti to Hitler’s Berlin Voelk- 
ischer Beobachter. Photographs 


of the Mufti with Hitler were pub- 
lished. It was reported that Haj 
Amin had publicly congratulated 
the Japanese on their victories 
over Britain and the United States 
in the Far East, 


The climax came when among 
the three factors destined to de 
stroy the British Empire, the 
radio listed the presence in Ber- 
lin of Haj Amin and Rashid Ali 
as one! 

What was behind this gigantic 
puff? Until the German archives 
are published, the truth may not 
be known with certainty. But it 
is safe to say that a British 
Broadcasting Corp. analyst was 
not far wrong when he stated 
that the large-scale Axis build-up 
of Haj Amin was “designed to

Now that victory is here, few 
Americans realize how closely the 
United Nations came to losing the 
war in 1942, 


The United Nations forces were 
all but driven out of the Far East. 
India seemed on the verge of re- 
volt. What American supplies and 
reinforcements were available 
were stymied by an Axis subma- 
rine campaign that managed to 
sink about 50 per cent of all 
American ships. 

Rommel was sweeping across 
North Africa. One more great 
Axis victory and Turkey might 
ae sought safety by changing 
sides, 


Most important of all, the Ger- 
man columns, temporarily checked 
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ping goods—too much outgo, too 
little inflow. They’re worried: 
When are they going to get their 
cash back? 


Banks, too, are wrestling with 
a similar phenomenon. The Gov- 
ernment has heen withdrawing 
war-loan deposits to meet matur- 
ing debt and some institutions 
have been forced to sell Govern- 
ment bonds to meet the drafts. All 
this will show up in the quarterly 
call statements due the first of 
next month, And since bankers’ 
chests swell and recede with the 
size of their banks (total assets), 
they’re not too gay over the pros- 
pect. 


All That and Russia Too. 


And then there is the accumu- 
lation of postwar difficulties: 
the persistent rifts with Russia; 
the Supreme Court ruckus; 
shortages; higher costs; strikes; 
and Congress’s seeming inability 
to settle, once and for all, such 
basic problems as the draft, 
price control, and labor legis- 
lation. 


It all came to a head in last 
week’s stock market. When rail- 
road shares pushed to the highest 
prices since 1931, many students 
of the Dow theory passed the 
word around that the bull rush 
was on. “The rail shares have 
confirmed the industrials!” they 
reasoned, But, instead of going 
through the roof, the market 
promptly turned around and 
bogged down. 


Yet, this is strictly according 
to Dow. Bull markets, like people, 
have their sinking spells on their 
way up. This may well be one of 
those spells—after the long ex- 
asperation of reconversion make- 
ready, after the frustration of 
steel, G.M., railroad, coal and other 
strikes, 


Cushion Against Adversity. 


Retail sales continue to bump 
along at record levels. And since 
last October, business has been 
taking on workers, Hires have 
exceeded fires. There is so much

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A Breach of ‘Anti-Trust 

In a few days, the Senate will decide wheth- 
er the anti-trust laws, the very heart of Ameri- 
can economic policy, remain active or are opened 
up to repeal by progressive nullification. The 
Senate will either approve or kill the Bulwinkle 
bill, which gives common carrier transportation 
companies the right to fix rates jointly under 
certificates of exemption issued by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. The measure long 
ago passed the House and was approved this 
month by the Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee. 

As was told in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, it 
is the sordid story of the tidelands oil quit-claim 
resolution all over again. The Bulwinkle bill 
was introduced to stave off the Supreme Court's 
decision in a suit brought by the State of Geor- 
gia, in which the court’s special master is cur- 
rently hearing testimony. It is an affront to 
the court’s constitutional integrity; it is also, in 
a genuine sense, a way to abridge the rights of 
a state. The railroads are also fearful of the 
Federal Government's similar pending law suit. 

It would be vicious legislation in any circum- 
stances. A mass of evidence shows that the 
railroads have conspired to hold their own rates 
high and to reduce truck competition and elimi- 
nate barge competition. The ICC, which could 
have attacked such practices, has condoned, de- 
fended and even, on occasion, issued orders to 
support them. Hence the proviso requiring ICC 
approval for the anti-trust exemption is of little 
or no worth. 

The railroads (and more lately the motor car- 
riers) have long employed such conspiratorial 
practices under the friendly eye of the ICC, and 
they plead now that the bill only honors what 
time has honored. Does time make virtue of 
evil? Commissioner Aitchison of the ICC (who 
recently referred to the railroads as “our clients 
and customers”) argues that the practice has re- 
lieved the ICC from a burden of administrative 
work. Can the ICC’s work be legally delegated? 
If it could, should it be delegated to the very 
agencies which the ICC is supposed to regu- 
late? Other than the vanity which makes the 
Commissioners want to ape the Supreme Court 
instead of carrying out the administrative duties 
implied in the Interstate Commerce Act, is there 
any reason that the ICC’s work should be dele- 
gated? 

Proponents of the bill have said much about 
how little opposition there is from shippers. 
Does that méan what they say? Or does it 
show that shippers are ignorant of the issue and 
that their professional traffic counsel fear re- 
prisals by the conspiring carriers and even by 
the ICC itself? And even if every shipper in 
the country did actually favor the bill, does it 
follow by any means that a bill to uphold and 
raise rates does not work against larger public 
imerests? ) 

Like the fire insurance companies before them, 
the railroads seek from Congress a vast special 
privilege under which they can dictate. terms. 
That is bad enough in itself. And, as Senator 
Wheeler pointed out in dissent, “We may now 
have other corporations coming here and getting 
approval of some bureau to their acts, and no 


longer be subject to the anti-trust laws.” 


Granted, the Congress must somehow resolve 
the conflict between anti-trust policy and the 
necessity of controlling competition among 
the carriers. Granted, too, since they are in- 
terconnected, that a degree of joint action by the 
carriers is indispensable, These needs, however, 
can be filled only after the Supreme Court has 
taken their exact measure in the pending litiga- 
tion. And before a tolerable solution can be 
reached, the ICC, which is also on trial for past 
conduct, will need a clearer policy instruction 
from Congress than it now has. 

The Bulwinkle bill would: resolve the conflict, 
true enough, but it would do so only by making 
conspiracy legal and by blessing the questionable 
past course and present policy of the ICC. The 
Senate should therefore vote it down. If the 
Senate does not, President Truman should veto 
it in a message so plainly stated that there will 
be no temptation to override. 
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Browder's Return 


Since Earl Browder is back in London after 
a pleasant sojourn in Moscow, the bright minds 
on the Daily Worker and the New Masses must 
be busy fashioning a new “line” to take toward 
him. Long head of the Communist party of 
America, Browder was ousted some time ago in 
one of those violent upheavals characteristic of 
Communist politics. The Daily Worker’s No. 1 
hero became overnight a target of scorn and 
abuse.

Two Kinds of Military Justice 

The Army’s conduct of its Lichfield brutality 
case can only add to the bitter feeling of sol- 
diers that there are two kinds of military jus- 
tice: one for officers, one for enlisted men. 

After months of almighty confusion surround- 
ing this trial, after various attempts by the Army 
to withdraw the case from the stern gaze of thes 
public at home, five men finally have been con- 
victed in connection with brutality to soldier- 
prisoners at the Lichfield camp in England. A 
Sergeant received three years at hard labor and 
a dishonorable discharge. Five other enlisted 
men received lighter sentences. And now one 
officer, a Lieutenant, has been fined $250 and 
reprimanded. 

The prosecutor has spoken his mind about 
the gap in treatment of officers who gave or 
coumtenanced brutal orders, and the men who 
carried out those orders. For the Lichfield Com- 
mander, Col. James A. Kilian, has only now 
been brought to trial. We will show,” the 
prosecutor said, “that prisoners were cruelly 
beaten in accord with a policy he (Kilian) in- 
augurated.” | 

But brutality no longer is the principal charge 
in the case. The question now is whether the 
Army is fit to conduct its own justice, and that 
is a question for Congress. The Senate and 
House Military Committees should investigate 


military courts and prisons, to see if there has 
been a repetition of Lichfield elsewhere. If 
there has been a whitewash, it should come off 


quickly. 
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Senator McMahon’s Protest 


Though the issue of military vs. civilian con- 
trol of atomic energy was fully debated in the 
Senate, with civilian control agreed upon, the 
House Military Committee has amended the 
McMahon bill to make it possible for the Presi- 
dent to appoint two military officers to the five- 
man commission. Under the bill, as amended, 
the President would be compelled to appoint at 
least one military man. 

In making public protest against this, Senator 
McMahon does the country a service and stands 
unswervingly by principle. The interests of the 
armed forces are fully protected by the McMahon 
bill without the House amendments. There should 
be no chance, such as would be the case if mili- 
tary men were on the commission, that the ad- 
ministration of atomic energy be weighted on 
the military side. 

As Senator McMahon says: “With the military 
in control of the project, all the possible bene- 


_ficent applications of this most powerful force 


—its use for medical therapy, industry, agrieul - 
ture and electric power—all these will be neg- 
lected and sidetracked so that the Army can go 
on making more and more bombs.” The commit- 
tee that amended the McMahon bill in the House 
is the same one that produced the objectionable 
May-Johnson bill, which would have throttled 
atomic research, | 

Is not the House aware that the United States, 
through Bernard Baruch, has just asked the na- 
tions of the world to control atomic energy 
through the plan laid down in the Acheson- 
Lilienthal report? The amendments offered in 
the House strike at the very spirit of the Amer- 
ican proposal to the United Nations. 
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India Against South Africa 
The spiritual birth of India's passive struggle 
for freedom occurred in the Union of South Afri- 
ea, which India has accused of discrimination in 
a complaint to UN. When Mohandas Gandhi 
Was a young man, he gave up a profitable law 


practice to go to South Africa to fight racial dis- 


crimination against Indians there. Despite im- 
prisonment and indignities, Gandhi managed, in 
21 years, to have some of the injustices removed. 
And in the course of his struggle he developed 
his principles of resistance without violence. 

Now the Union of South Africa has passed a 
bill to restrict the rights of Indians to occupy or 
acquire land. The quarter-million Indians in the 
Union are a voteless .community, who cannot 
move from one province to another, cannot use 
transportation or restaurants reserved for Euro- 
peans and otherwise suffer from types of racial 
discrimination. 

South Africa is notorious for drawing the color 
line sharply among its many races, and India 
lately has broken relations with her sister in the 
British Empire. But if Gandhi's early efforts 
there seem now to have been in vain, still the 
ideas he drew from his experience have led In- 
dia long on the road to liberty. As India seeks 
freedom at home, she seeks it everywhere for 
her people, 


Who Backs Down on Silver? 

Now that the Senate has approved the amend- 
ment raising silver from 71.11 cents to 90.3 cents 
on July 1 and $1.29 after two years, a legislative 
impasse has been reached which can only lead 
to disastrous consequences if it lasts. Until it 
is resolved, the Government will have to go on 
buying all the newly mined American silver but 
can sell none of it to industry. Important indus- 
tries are already in perilous straits as a conse- 
quence. Automobiles, for example, require sil- 
ver electrical contacts. 

A tribute to the silver bloc’s power is that 
its opponents actually voted for the amendment 
after losing out in committee. Knowing they 
were licked, they wanted the defense to shift as 
quickly as possible to the House, which has calm- 
ly rejected this conspiracy of extortion. Speed 
is necessary because the amendment is attached 
to the Treasury-Post Office supply bill, without 
which these indispensable agencies cannot law- 
fully operate after June 30, six days hence. 

What happens now? The amendment is an 
exercise of naked greed; the House should not 
compromise with it by a single mill. But unless 
someone does back down, two Government de- 
partments will get no operating funds and 
American industry will get no silver. The occa- 
sion demands, then, that the Senate somehow be 
persuaded to shear off the silver amendment and 
to accept the House bill, which authorizes sales 
from the Government’s vast hoard to industry 
at 71.11 cents. 
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Ineptness at Moscow 


The concerted attack which the Russian Gov- 
ernment press is making against the United 
States must be considered by the Soviet Govern- 
ment to be smart tactics, or it would not be en- 
gaged in. It is anything but well-advised, for 
the Council of Foreign Ministers at Paris can 
hardly do its best work when, over its head, one 
of its principals is sniping at the other. 

Pravda’s charges that the United States, 
through its atomic bomb policy, is seeking dom- 
ination of the world; Tass’s “charge” that the 
United States is supplying arms to the Chinese 
Nationalist Government, and its assertion that 
this country is preparing the way to exploit the 
people of Korea, are incontinent and hostile acts. 
No good can come from them. 

There is plenty of room for discussion of 
atomic-bomb policy, but no room whatever for 
vilification and denunciation, which is what the 
Russian press has reSorted to. 

The “accusatiorfs” concerning United States 
aid to Nationalist China go pretty far toward 
stripping the mask from the Chinese civil war, 
for why should the Soviet resent aid to that Gov- 
ernment if it did not regard itself as at war with 
Nanking, through the Chinese Communists? 

Whatever the Russians expect their propagan- 
da campaign to do; at this historic moment when 
the possibility of Allied co-operation hangs in 
the balance at Paris, the campaign is producing 
only one effect in the United States. It is fan- 
ning the flames of anti-Russian feeling. 
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OPA Is at the erossroads. And the American 
pocketbook, it seems, will soon be at the cleaners.

Where Savings Are Concentrated 


War did not spread out the national wealth as expected, survey 


shows; 10 per cent of American families hold 60 per cent of sav- 
ings; most spending is from incomes; when shortages end, depres- 


sion may set in, for lack of wide backlog of consumer buying power. 


From the United States News, Independent Weekly Magazine on 
National Affairs, Washington, D. C, 


Families in the United States that hold 
the savings accumulated during the war 
and the size of their holdings can now be 


measured for the first time. It also is pos- 


sible to determine with some accuracy what 
they intend to do with these savings. 

The Bureau of Agricultural Economics, 
at the request of the Federal Reserve 
Board, sampled a cross section of the coun- 
try and came up with these discoveries: 

1. The top 10 per cent of United States 
family groups—those with $3400 or more in 
savings—hold 60 per cent of the total, or 
$48,600,000,000. 

2. The second 10 per cent, comprising 
those that hold between $1800 and $3400, 
have among them $13;700,000,000, or 17 per 
cent of the total volume of war bonds and 
bank accounts, 

3. The middle 50 per cent, with from $50 
to $1800, share $18,630,000,000 or 23 per cent 
of the savings. 

4. The bottom 30 per cent of the nation’s 
families have a negligible amount of sav- 
ings, and 24 per cent have no savings at all. 


Spending Out of Earnings 


Conclusions to be drawn from the sur- 
vey indicate this: Savings are concentrated 
in the hands of a small number of families. 
These families probably have little need to 
call upon savings to meet living expenses. 


Spending by consumers thus must de- 
pend on week-to-week earnings for the 
sale of food, clothing and small household 
supplies. The survey indicates that most 
consumers have little or no savings to use 
for these purchases. 

Credit must be extended to sell houses, 
automobiles, refrigerators and other goods 
in the volume now planned. Savings are not 
in the right groups to make these purchases 
in big volume. Investment opportunities for 
individuals will be sought more actively. 
Wartime savers are likely to become post- 
war investors. 

Depression, likely to follow the present 
surge of buying once the pent-up demand 
for goods is filled, may come more quickly 
than has been indicated. 

What the study discloses is that the war 
has not resulted in spreading out the na- 
tional wealth to the extent that many an- 
ticipated. The masses of the people. have 
not accumulated much cash with which to 
buy automobiles, radios, furniture, refrig- 
erators, houses and other goods. 


Pinched for Living Expenses 


In 1946, savings out of current income by 
persons in the lower and middle-income 
brackets can be expected to decline, even 
though past savings may be drawn down 
only moderately. The reserves already ac- 
cumulated give people a feeling of security, 
and they are likely to spend more freely 
out of current income. Also, there is the 
factor that, with higher prices for food and 
other necessities, many families will be 
pinched for living expenses without trying 
to lay anything by for savings. 

Consumers do not intend to draw heavily 
on their accumulated assets in 1946. The 
average consumer expects to finance the 
great bulk of his buying out of current in- 


come or borrowing, holding his savings for 


a future rainy day. 

Government bonds are to be kept intact 
by most savers. Only 8 per cent of the 
holders intend to liquidate and spend any 


of these assets during 1946. Bank accounts 
are to be drawn on more heavily. 


Automobiles are to be bought by only 
8 per cent of the spending units in 1946 if 
present intentions hold. Definitely not 
planning to buy this year are 84 per cent. 
Other durable goods, covering a wide range, 
are wanted by 22 per cent of the spending 
units, and another 15 per cent are doubt- 
ful. Sixty-three per cent will not buy. 

Houses to be bought or built are wanted 
this year by 2,600,000 to 3,500,000 spending 
units. They would be willing to spend an 
average of $5020 or a total of $13,000,000,000 
to $17,500,000,000. These figures exclude 
farm houses. 


Savings Will Drop Sharply 


What it adds up to is that United States 
families would like to buy $20,200,000,000 to 
$27,900,000,000 worth of durable goods and 
houses this year. There will not be enough 
goods in 1946 to fill such demands. 


Of the largest savers, those who put $1000 
or more aside in 1945, the great majority 
expect to save less in 1946. Since this is 
the important group, having accounted for 
60 per cent of the savings in 1945, there is 
strong evidence that aggregate savings will 
drop sharply this year. 

Economic signs of vital importance in 
the postwar period are to be found in these 
studies. Those that stand out are: 


Property in the period ahead must be 
underwritten by current income, not by 
the public’s accumulated liquid assets. The 
reason is that savings alone are too con- 
centrated to underwrite any prolonged de- 
mand for goods, 

Heavy buying is in prospect. Demands 
exceed supplies in sight for 1946. This is 
true even though the public, generally 
speaking, intends to draw sparingly on its 
wartime savings. Current income is to be 
spent freely, largely because savings give 
many people a feeling of security they did 
not have before the war. 


No Cushion for Bad Times 


Cashing in of bonds and other assets is 
to be done largely by people in the lower- 
income groups.. Moreover, savings out of 
current income by persons in the low earn- 
ing group can be expected to drop sharply. 


Savings are likely to concentrate more 
and more in the higher-income groups. 
People with high incomes are to be af- 
fected by rising prices and save less than 
in 1945, but they are likely to lay aside a 
higher proportion than persons in low-in- 
come groups. 

When shortages end, a depression may 
set in abruptly. There will be no great 
backlog of buying power on the part of 
the masses of the people, no cushion against 
bad times and unemployment. It may be- 
come apparent then that the underpinning 
of the national economy is not so broad as 
many have believed.

“The University. at the Crossroads,” by Henry E, 
Sigerist. (Henry Schuman, New York.) 
Pronouncements upon education and its 

relation to public and private life usually 

come from the administrator and the pro- 
fessional educator. It is frequently forgot- 

ten that there are at least two more im- 

portant sources of opinion, the teacher and 

the student. 

Administrators run by guess and by favor, 
They are chosen because they are safe, use- 
ful and inconsequential, The professional 
educator belongs with the astrological 
geneticist and “psychological” counselor.

That it is possible to discuss fundamen- 
tals, to relate them to the world beyond 
the ivory tower, shows quickly in this slim 
volume of essays by a mere teacher and 
scholar. Of course it is damned because 
it isn’t sponsored by one of those racketeer- 
ing commissions which waste the taxpay- 
ers’ or some foundation’s money; it is not 
the product of a long series of conferences 
meeting in fine hotels, all expenses paid. 
It comes from a professor of the history of 
medicine at Johns Hopkins whose only 
credential is that he has “spent the last 
35 years in universities, on three continents, 
in five countries, as a student first, then 
as an academic teacher.” 

Having no formal method or philosophy 
of education, Mr. Sigerist is content to pro- 
ject from his own diversified experience the 
way our universities should go. His points 
are simple, as are all great truths: 

Universities do not realize their responsi- 
bilities but run after false gods. They wor- 
ship quantity, not quality; “they produce 
the tools for research but not the men te 
use them”; they refuse to stand courage- 
ously for their doctrines; they have failed 
to recognize that “pop” is still “pop” wheth- 
er it comes in bottles or popular courses; 
they starve the fundamental disciplines, yet 
funds and energy are always available for 
rubbish; in handling staff problems, ad- 
ministrators are loath to allow one man 
better than another: “Oh, we're all about 
the same” is the alibi of the deadbeat, 

. ä * 


Administrators will of course leap up to 
approve this doctrine; then with the nihilis- 
tic instincts of deadbeats they will declare 
that it is nothing new (which is true), that 
they wish they could put it into effect 
(which is false), and that it isn’t practical 
(which is irrelevant). 

Amid the intellectual chaos there is yet 
cause for hope. Teachers and students are 
thinking about intellectual problems. Teach- 
ers of veterans discover that among them 
are many who want to know what, and 
how, and why, not merely about the facts 
in the course but about their relation to 
the world in which we wish to live. 

If universities will remember that tech- 
nique is not learning, that knowledge is 
not wisdom, and that in operations, though 
the technician is undoubtedly useful, the 
educated man, trained in fundamentals, will 
run rings around him, they may recover 
their ancient dignity and prestige.

And should war 
break out, with whatever limited 
weapons, and with the “know- 
how” of atomic bombs distributed 
among contending countries, the 
atomic weapon would again be 
used by the first country. that 
could produce it, and for the pur- 
pose which induced its use at 
Hiroshima—of decisively winning 
that war. 


That is why I say that Mr. Gro- 
myko’s proposals are reactionary 
—the London Economist charit- 
ably called them sentimental“ 
leading us back to the situation 
out of which neither the covenant 
of the League of Nations, nor sol- 
emn international treaties or 
agreements, nor the outlawry of 
certain weapons was ever able to 
create lasting peace.

Bowles’s Restraint. 


This quality of reasonableness 
was evident in what may prove to 
be Bowles’s last press conference 
as an official of the Truman Ad- 
ministration. He avoided flesh- 
creeping talk about runaway in- 
flation and bushel-basket money. 


Instead, he pitched his argu- 
ment for continuation of realistic 
control on what a race between 
prices and wages would do to us 
as a people socially and politically. 
The damage done on the social- 
political side might be even great- 
er, Bowles suggested, than the 
economic damage. It would ex- 
aggerate the argument over where 
the blame lay for our economic 
plight—whether with labor and 
the present Administration or 
with business and the Republi- 
cans, 

That same danger, vastly accen- 
tuated, is part of the threat of a 
boom-to-bust cycle which would 
be precipitated by soaring prices. 
It divides us as a people along 
alien, class lines. It prevents us, 
as Bowles in his reasonable way 
pointed out, from getting down to 
our job. That job is to show the 
world we are a going concern 
providing rewards and satisfac- 
tions for almost everyone.

LOS ANGELES, June 24 (AP)— 
William 8. Hart, eastern-born 
“wild west” movie actor of a 
quarter of a century ago, died late 
last night. Hospital records gave 
Hart’s age as 83. Movie press 


agents earlier had given his age 


as 75. 
His physician said death was 
due to infirmities, 


At the bedside was his son, Wil- 
liam S8. Hart Jr., 24 years old, 
who last Thursday was appointed 


co-guardian, with George Frost, of 


the actor’s person, He had charged 
in court that his father was being 
improperly cared for and was in- 
capable of managing his own af- 
fairs. Frost, who said he was a 
long-time friend of the actor, was 
appointed sole guardian of Hart’s 
estate, estimated at nearly a mil- 
lion dollars. 

Young Hart’s mother, Winifred 
Westover, from whom the actor 
was divorced 20 years ago, had 
been almost constantly at Hart's 
side during the recent critical 
stage of his illness, but was not 
present when death came, Hart 
suffered a stroke last May. 

Spells of Melancholy. 

Hart had been ill frequently in 
the last five years. After the 
death in 1943 of his sister, Mary, 
he suffered spells of melancholy 
which were broken only when old 
friends dropped in. 

He lived on his 80-acre ranch in 
Newhall, 30 miles from Hollywood, 
after his retirement in 1925. The 
15-room house was filled with me- 
mentos of his active days—silver 
saddles, bear rugs, dozens of buf- 
falo robes, guns, Indian headdress, 
paintings by Remington and Will 
James and the originals of paint- 
ings by James Montgomery Flagg 
for the several books Hart wrote. 

Mary Hart, the sister, left $150,- 
000 for an animal shelter in West- 
port, Conn., and $100,000 for a 
William S. Hart memorial in New- 
hall. This fund, it is believed, 
was intended to keep up Horse- 
shoe Ranch and the Hart home, 
which he valued at $300,000, if the 
state or some governmental 
agency accepts them for public 


use. 
Popularized Westerns. 

Hart came to Hollywood in 1914 

after several years on the New 
York stage. He was one of the 
first to popularize western char- 
acters, 
From a -$75 weekly salary he 
quickly rose to $125 a week for 
his second picture. In one year 
Hart starred in 13 westerns, av- 
eraging about $400 a week. As 
profits began piling up, his salary 
rose to $8400 weekly. 

Some of his better known films 
were: “The Passing of Two-Gun 
Hicks,” “The Aryan,” “The Apos- 
tle of Vengeance.“ “Wagon 
Tracks,” O'Malley of the Mount- 
ed” and “The Cradle of Courage.” 

Hart married Miss Westover in 
1921. Miss Westover obtained a 
Reno divorce in 1927. Hart estab- 
lished $100,000 trust funds for the 
mother and son.

NEW YORK, June 24 (AP)— 
Mrs, Andrew Carnegie, 89 years 
old, widow of the steelmaker and 
philanthropist, died today at her 
Fifth Avenue mansion. 


Mrs. Carnegie, a retiring wom- 
an whose philanthropies always 
were conducted quietly, had been 
in failing health for more than a 
year. A daughter, Mrs. Roswell 
Miller of New York, was at her 
bedside, 

Her granddaughter, Mrs. Gor- 
don Thompson, flew here from 
England May 12 to be with her. 

Born Louise Whitfield on March 
7, 1857, in New York City, Mrs. 
Carnegie married the Scottish 
factory hand who made a fortune 
in steel in 1887. He was 20 years 
her senior, 

She shared his love for his 
native Scotland, and in recent 
years, until the war prevented, 
seldom was seen much except as 
she departed for Scotland in the 
spring and returned to New York 
in the fall. She was given the 
freedom of the city of Dunferm- 
lime, Scotland, in 1907 and the 
freedom of the city of Edinburgh 
in 1935. 

Upon the advent of war Mrs. 
Carnegie became active in relief 
for Britain, gave thousands anony- 
mously for Children’s air raid 
cots, blankets for bombed-out 
families and was one of the first 
to donate an ambulance to the 
American Field Service.

LIBRARIES EXPANDING 


FOREIGN LAW RECORDS 


Necessary Because of Place of 
U: S. in World Affairs, Con- 
vention Speaker Says. 


Law libraries of foreign laws, 
more complete than the best in 
any foreign country, are being de- 
veloped by the larger law libraries 
in this country, such as those at 
the Library of Congress, Harvard, 
Yale and Columbia universities, 
Miles O. Price, law librarian at 
Columbia University, said here 
yesterday. 

“This has become a necessity be- 
cause of the important place of 
the United States in international 
affairs,” he said at the opening of 
the annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Association of Law Libraries 
today at Hotel Chase, “Govern- 
ment officials, Army officers and 
administrators sent to foreign 
lands must be able to familiarize 
themselves with the laws of those 
countries.” 

The United Nations organization 
has no library facilities of its own 
and has found it necessary to 
send to law libraries in the New 
York area for information on laws 
of the countries involved in its 
deliberations, he said. 

Price, retiring president of the 
association, said the principal con- 
cern of delegates to the meeting, 
the first held by the organization 
since before the war, is to review 
for returning service men develop- 
ments that have occurred in law 
library work in the past five years, 
He said a program for the imme- 
diate future also will be drawn up 
by the association. 

Attending the meeting are di- 
rectors of law libraries through- 
out the country which contain 
from 5000 to 700,000 volumes, 
Price pointed out that law - 
braries are growing in importance 
in the business and educational 
life of communities because of 
voluminous and compelx laws 
passed in recent years that affect 
business and industry. The H- 
braries’ function is to gather and 
index this material, he said. 

Today's convention sessions 
were given over to committee re- 
ports and tomorrow round-table 
discussions of problems confront- 
ing law librarians will be held, 
3 meeting will close Wednes- 
ay. 

Joseph A. McClain Jr., general 
counsel of the Wabash Railroad, 
will speak on “The Place of Law 
Libraries in Legal Education” at 
ths convention banquet at 7 
o’clock tomorrow at the hotel. Os- 
car C. Orman, director of the 
Washington University libraries, 
will be toastmaster.

Seattle Man Dies of Heart

SEAT WE. June 24 (AP)— Walls 
fell and a hillside “walked” yes- 
terday morning in the Pacific 
Nort@west when a strong earth 
shock jarred a wedge-shaped piece 
of the coastal area extending from 
Vancouver Island to Kilowna in 
central British Columbia and 
south to Olympia, Wash. 

One man died. Jacob L. King- 
ston, 69 years old, succumbed to a 
heart attack when Seattle’s down- 
town buildings swayed above him 
as he walked to church, There 
were no other reports of deaths 


or in 

The quake knocked the needle 
from the recorder at the Univer- 
sity of Washington's seismograph 
at 9:14 a.m. Pacific standard time 
(11:14 a.m. St. Louis time). It was 
noticeable for a full minute to 
Seattle residents. The university 
reported its equipment continued 
to record vibrations for an hour.

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Near Victoria, 
Dr. J. A. Pearce, director of the 
Dominion astrophysical observa- 
tory, estimated that the epicenter 
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Was near Victoria, some 25 miles 
from his station. He ‘said the 
shock was the “most severe in 


several years. 

From the villages along the 
east coast of Vancouver Island, 
north of Victoria, came reports 
of extensive damage to buildings 
and roads. A 300-foot high hill 
“walked® 35 feet closer to the sea 
at Campbell river and a house 
moved five feet off its foundation, 

At Port Alberni the top of a 
brick-fronted building crashed to 
the street. At Courtenay a col- 
_ Japsing chimney smashed through 

two floors of an elementary school 
into a classroom which, on a week 
day, would have been occupied by 
60 children. One wall collapsed 
from the Courtenay post office 
and plate glass show windows 
were shattered. 

Across the Strait of Georgia at 
Vancouver, B. C., tall buildings 
swayed crazily and a piece of 
masonry crashed to the pavement 
from the Canadian national rail- 
way station, narrowly missing a 
group of people. A low-pressure 
gas line snapped and there were 
several power interruptions. 

Fiee From Vancouver Hotel. 

There chimney 
fires and a swing-span bridge was 
pushed open by the quake. Five 
hundred families of war veterans 
fied from the old Hotel Vancouver. 

George Finley, Canadian Press 
staff writer, said the Lions Gate 
bridge across the entrance to Van- 
’ @eouver harbor, largest suspension 
span in the empire, “swayed like 
a leaf.” He said the tremor was 
accompanied by “a 1 rumbling 
sound, like a deep growl.” 

One bridge on a highway lead- 
ing into Seattle was cracked but 
traffic continued to cross, with 
highway department employes on 
hand to keep it moving slowly. 

North of the city, in Everett, 
two power lines crossed and 
shorted out, interrupting service 
for 30 minutes.

UNRRA WORK 10 BE REPORTED 
EVERYWHERE BUT IN RUSSIA 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (AP) 
President Truman notified Con- 
gress today that arrangements 
have been made for United States 

ents to report on United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration activities in all 
countries except Russia. 

In a letter to Speaker Rayburn, 
Truman said the Russian censor- 
ship rules still apply and will 
bind radio and news correspond- 
ents regardless of what they are 
reporting. Truman said arrange- 
ments have been made for UNRRA 
commissions to report on activities 
dealing with that organization in 
the Ukraine and Byelo-Russia 
(White Russia). 

Wannen Congress appropriated 
new funds for UNRRA operations, 
it directed the President to use 
his influence to obtain the right 
for American correspondents to 
report on activities in countries 
receiving the aid.

BERLINHAGGLING 
CALLED THREAT TO 
OCCUPATION PLAN 


Assistant War Secretary 
Petersen Praises Army’s 
Work in Face of Many 
Difficulties. 


COLUMBUS, o., June 24 (AP) 
—Assistant Secretary of War 
Howard C. Petersen said today 
the whole basis of German occu- 
pation plans will have to be re- 
vised radically unless the Allied 
powers end their haggling at Ber- 


lin. 

Moreover, he asserted that as 
long as the conquered Reich is 
not treated as an economic whole 
the American occupation zone 
“will be a burden—and a heavy 
one—on the American taxpayer.” 

In a speech before the Colum- 
bus Chamber of Commerce, Pe- 
tersen ascribed failure to carry 
out terms of the Potsdam ee- 
ment primarily to French objec- 
tions, adding that Russia pre- 
sented difficulties but “to a lesser 
extent.” 

‘We Have the Scenery.’ 

Backing up what he termed 
the imperative need to set up cen- 
tral administrative agencies to 
deal with foreign trade, finance, 
industry, communications, trans- 
portation and food and agricul- 
ture, Petersen reviewed the physi- 
cal characteristics of the four oc- 
cupation zones and declared: 

“To oversimplify, the British 
have the industry, the Russians 
have the food, we have the scen- 
ery, and the French have the ob- 
jections.” 

“All of the planning on repara- 
tions and the restorations of Ger- 
man economy,” he continued, 
“are based upon treating Ger- 
many as an economic unit. Un- 
less some minimum central ad- 
ministrative machinery is deter- 
mined upon, military government 
officials will have to revise radi- 
cally the whole basis for our oc- 
cupation of Germany.” 

Petersen reviewed the food dif- 
ficulties in the United States zone, 
declaring: 

“Our inability to match the 
Russian level of feeding does not, 
in the eyes of the Germans, re- 
flect too favorably on the demo- 
cratic way of life.” . 

“Commendable Job.” 

But Petersen insisted the Army 
has done a “highly commendable 
job” in Germany. Most of the 
criticism that has been heard in 
this country, he continued, “fails 
to view our accomplishments in 
proper perspective. a 

“We are being criticized today 
because the youth of Germany 
still are unreconstructed Nazis. 
Remember that a boy starting his 
education when Hitler came to 
power had 13 years of schooling 
under the Nazi regime. You can- 
not expect us in 13 months to 
change completely his basic philos- 
ophy of life. There is no magic 
wand that will perform miracles 
overnight.” 


PEPPER DENOUNCES BEVIN 
FOR STATEMENT ON JEWS 


CHICAGO, June 24 (UP)— 
United States Senator Claude A. 
Pepper (Dem.), Florida, last night 
denounced the British role in Pal- 
estine and assailed British For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin for 
a recent statement alleging that 
the United States did not want 
any more Jews in Iew York. 

“When you hear the British 
Foreign Secretary jest with the 
lives of hundreds of thousands of 
people, you see soulless imperial- 
ist diplomacy at its worst,” Pep- 
pjer told the twelfth annual con- 
ference of the American Jewish 


Congress. 
The Chicago division of the 


congress adopted a resolution de- 


manding that Bevin “be called to 
account” for his statement, 

The congress adopted a resolu- 
tion calling for investigation of 
allegations of religious discrim- 
ination against war veterans by 
colleges, 


JAP EX-TEACHER 
HELD IN HUNT FOR 
$30,000,000 IN LOOT 


Dutch Prosecutor Says Pris- 
oner Is Believed to Know 
Where Jewels Are Hidden. 


BATAVIA, Java, June 28 (AP) 
—Col. Akira Nomura, 45-year-old 
former Tokyo high school teacher, 
was plucked from a war prison- 
ers’ camp today and charged with 
„egal possession of property” in 
connection with the theft of $30,- 
090,000 worth of looted jewels. 

E. Brunsveld Van Hulten, Dutch 
prosecutor, said Nomura was di- 
rector of the Japanese Planning 
Board in Java urging the Japa- 
nese occupation and was believed 
to know where the bulk of the 
jewels was hidden. 

Some $6,000,000 worth of the loot 
—trunks full of gold and dia- 
monds as big as your thumb“ 
has been recovered through the 
slender, 28-year-old Eurasian mis- 
tress of a Japanese secret police 
officer, Capt. Hiroshi Nakamura, 
She was identified as Carla Wolff, 
mother of two of Nakamura’s 
children. 

The jewelry was confiscated 
from individuals throughout the 
Netherlands East Indies, and 
stored at the head office of the 
Batavia state pawn shop. Naka- 
mura is supposed to have stolen 
it there, 

Nakamura came to Java in 
March 1942, with the first Japa- 
nese landing forces, and met Carla 
Wolff within two weeks. Nomura 
arrived a year and a half later. 


SEC HEAD RESIGNS 


AFTER ANOTHER HAD 
BEEN NAMED TO JOB 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (AP)— 
President Truman today accepted 
the resignation of Ganson Purcell 


as chairman of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 

The resignation, an exchange of 
letters showed, will be effective 
June 30. Purcell is returning to 
private law practice. 

The announcement follows by 
several days the appointment of 
Edmond Hanrahan of New York 
tor Purcell’s unexpired term as a 
member of the commission. Han- 
rahan’s nomination went to the 
Senate early this month under 
what the White House described 
as a “misapprehension.” 

It was discovered at that time 
that Purcell had not resigned and 
no vacancy existed on SEC al- 
though the White House said Pur- 
cell had orally indicated a desire 
to resign. Hanrahan's nomina- 
tion was later withdrawn. His 
nomination was submitted to the 
Senate again today. 

The President also accepted the 
resignation today, effective June 


15, of R. Randall Irwin as an in- 


dustrial member of the National 
Wage Stabilization Board. A. 
Coleman Barrett, now an alter- 
nate industry member, is replac- 
ing Randall.

ages, and reconversion losses. 
These are: 3 

1. Corporate tax savings. Elim- 
ination of the excess profits tax 
has cut down tax payments. Also, 
the carry-back of postwar losses 
against wartime taxes acts as a 
reconversion subsidy. This actual- 
ly puts money in business bank 
accounts. 

Higher Prices Help. 

2. The rising price trend. Higher 
commodity prices assure corpora- 
tions against large inventory 
losses, while higher security prices 
make people feel richer and they 
act richer, spending more freely. 
Rising real estate prices also add 
to that rich feeling. Record sales 
of jewelry and near-record sales 
of furs bear this out. 

8. Corporations are extremely 
strong financially. Although de- 
posits of manufacturing and min- 
ing enterprises have dropped al- 
most 30 per cent since July a year 
ago, they're still 30 per cent ahead 
of December, 1941. Moreover, ‘the 
deposits of wholesale and retail 
firms and individuals have more 
than doubled and are still rising. 
What has happened is that manu- 
facturers have maintained pay- 
rolls to build up inventories of 
semi-finished goods. Now, when 
manufacturers begin making ship- 
ments to wholesalers and retailers, 
their deposit accounts will build 
up again, and other accounts will 
decline, 

4. Demand for goods continues 
—throughout the world. The 
black market in automobiles, 
meat, and other commodities is 
ample evidence that people want 
things more than they want 
money. That goes despite the 
report that savings among the 
lower-income brackets are low. 
Indeed, it’s a safe bet that sav- 
ings, low as they are for many 
families, are higher than they 
have ever been. (Unfortunately, 
back figures for purpose of com- 
parison are not available, as the 
Reserve Board, itself, carefully 
points out.) 

Finally, income payments to con- 
sumers—as a result of record 
peacetime employment and all- 
time high wage rates—have now 
turned up sharply. Many G.I.s 
are getting an assured govern- 
ment income while in school and 
at work. In the face of that, a 
decline in production and distribu- 
tion seems hard to envision. 
Probably what lies ahead is a 
short period of cautious waiting— 
a month or two at most of waiting 
for the vaunted postwar production 
and sales of automobiles and re- 
frigerators to develop. When the 
postwar profits trend turns 


around, so will psychology.

In short: Any further Axis vie- 
tories were bound to lead the Axis 
armies into predominantly Mos- 
lem countries (the Caucasus and 
Caspian area in Russia, the Mid- 
dle Last, North Africa) where the 
presence of the Mufti of Jeru- 
Salem as a recognized Arab Fuehr- 
er on their side would have been 
worth 50 German divisions! 


Here finally was a role worthy 
of Haj Amin’s ambition. Side by 
side with Hitler, Mussolini and 
Hirohito, the Mufti set about pre- 
paring the Moslem world for its 
role as part of the Axis “New 
Order.” It was a big job but Haj 
Amin was prepared to fill it. 

After his visit with Hitler and 
Ribbentrop, Haj Amin set about 
collecting his staff, 


He had a series of conferences 
with officials of the Oriental de- 
partment of the German Foreign 
Office who were set aside as his 
advisers. He met also Oberstrum- 
bannfuehrer Adolph Eichmann, 
head of the Jewish department of 
Heinrich Himmler’s police, who, 
as a Nazi agent, had already col- 
laborated with Haj Amin in Pal- 
estine before the war. 

Around him, the Mufti then en- 
listed all the available pro-Axis 
Moslems, the Palestinian Arab 
prisoners of war whom the Ger- 
mans had taken from the British 
in the fighting in Dunkerque and 
in Greece, 


4Point Program. 


Thus equipped, he mapped a 
campaign of propaganda, espion- 
age, parachutist work and sabo- 
tage, and formation of military 
units. 


The greatest weapon of Haj 
Amin and his friends was the 
radio. Axis stations in Berlin, 
Rome, Bari, Sofia, Athens and 
other places put large amounts of 
time at Haj Amin's disposal and 
he made numerous broadcasts, 


Time after time he repeated 
his famous “fatwa” (call) to a 
holy war against the infidels: 
Kill the Jews immediately wher- 
ever you meet them! Down with 
the Soviet Union! Sabotage the 
Allied war effort! Prepare to rise 
and strike a blow for your in- 
dependence when I give the word! 


Simultaneously, leaflets, pam- 
phlets and newspapers in Arabic 
were smuggled all through the 
Middle East where they were 
widely read, 


Unquestionably, the first nine 
months of 1942, this propaganda 
was a success. In an interview 
with Voelkischer Beobachter, the 
Mufti boasted that, thanks to 
him, the British had been com- 
pelled to maintain as garrisons in 
the Middle East “vast forces” 
which might otherwise have been 
used on the fighting fronts. 


Arabs in U.S. Not Overlooked. 

Haj Amin did not overlook the 
handful of Arabs in the United 
States. In a special broadcast of 
March 19, 1943, the Mufti urged 
these people to “refrain from 
helping Roosevelt.” 

The Mufti became the core of 
the German espionage system 
throughout the Middle East. From 
Berlin he spread a network of 
agents along the Turkish-Syrian 
border (Mersine, Alexandretta, 
Antioch, Diarbekir) which man- 
aged to funnel a steady flow of 
valuable information to the Axis. 

For security reasons, little or 
nothing was revealed by either 
side of Haj Amin’s successes in 
this all-important field, but a 
number of cases became common 
knowledge. An entire group of 
students at the American Univer- 
sity at Beirut were convicted as 
members of a spy ring. Some 
were executed. 


The nerve center of the system 
was Aleppo in northern Syria. A 
secret radio sender was discovered 
in an Arab-owned orange grove 
near Ramle in Palestine. 


As the instigator of sabotage 
and center of parachutist activity, 
the Mufti set up a special school 
for parachuted agents in Athens. 
The number of agents dropped is 
not known. Only a few were cap- 
tured, 


How seriously Allied military 
authorities took the Mufti’s activi- 
ties was demonstrated by the al- 
most panicky refusal of British 
and American military authori- 
ties to give any public recognition 
of Jewish military efforts on be- 
half of the United Nations lest the 
Arabs take offense. 


Legion Armed by Nazis. 


Finally, Haj Amin organized his 
own army, the so-called Arab 
Legions, recruited from prisoners 
of war in the hands of the Ger- 
mans and Italians, from Arab stu- 
dents and “refugees” from Pales- 
tine, Syria, Iraq and Egypt. As 
commander in chief, the Mufti fre- 
quently reviewed his troops. 


The Arab Brigade was organ- 
ized in 1944 “to fight beside the 
Wehrmacht” from among the re- 
maining Axis Moslems as an an- 
swer to Winston Churchill's organ- 
ization of a Palestinian Jewish Bri- 
gade under a Zionist flag. In all 
probability, Germany's collapse 
prevented the brigade's appear- 
ance on any fighting front. 


Amin’s War Against U. 8. 

Haj Amin’s war against the 
United States was divided into 
two parts—a direct attempt to in- 
cite the North African Arabs 
against the British-American Ex- 
peditionary Force that landed in 
November 1942; an indirect of- 
fensive through the Japanese in 
the Far East. : 


The American authorities had 
been worried about native resist- 
ance in North Africa.*The French- 
ruled Arabs paid little heed to 


another weapon—anti-Semitism. 


In the weeks following the Al- 
lied landing, Haj Amin made a 
fervent series of appeals to the 
North Africans not to co-operate 
with the “invaders.” The Ameri- 
cans he described as the “compla- 
cent slaves of the Jews.” 

These appeals were wasted. In 
a letter to Representative Celler 
(Dem.), New York, Brig. Gen. 
Miles Rever stated that “records 
available to the War Department 
indicate that there was no evi-

many. Those thrusts, moreover, 
were made with a rapidity which 
only the expedient of airborne 
supply could support, 

The — Allied su- 
perlority in the air was indeed 
essential to our victory. It at 
once undermined the basis of 
the enemy’s strength and en- 
abled us to prepare and execute 
our own ground operations in 
complete security. 

It is difficult even for a pro- 
fessional soldier to appreciate 
th tremendous power which was 
achieved on the battlefields and 
in the skies of western Europe 
by the concerted efforts of the 
Allied nations. 

As stated earlier in this report, 
most of the 90 divisions which 
fou ht in the later phases of our 
operations were habitually rein- 
forced to a strength of 17,000 men 
by tank, tank destroyer, and 
antiaircraft attachments. 

An idea of their shattering 
impact upon the Nazi war ma- 
chine comes from  considera- 
tion of the terrific firepower 
which they represent, of the 
mass of heavier corps and 
Army artillery which support- 
ed them, of the inexhaustible 
supply system that sustained 
them, and of the flexibility with 
which their efforts could be 
applied by meens of the effi- 
cient communications system. 

For behind the combat units 
the efforts of three millions of 
other men and women in uni- 
orm were devoted to malntain- 
ing them 1 action. 


We could, in effect, apply 
against the encmy on the conti- 
nent a force 30 times as large 
as the Allied armies which de- 
feated Napoleon on the battle 
field at Waterloo. 


In addition, we had available 
nearly 11,000 fighter and bomb- 
er airplanes whose mobile fire- 
power could be applied at vir- 
tually any point we desired, as 
I have just described, and 
whose annihilating effects are 
evidenced by the wreckage of 
a powerful nation’s cities, in- 
dustries, and communications, 
and by the destruction of the 
air forces which defended 
them. 

To this power was added the 
striking and strangling force 
of two formidable naval fleets 
working as one. 

Mention has already been made 
of the skill and devotion of our 
service forces whose efforts, both 
in the field and at home, made 
an essential contribution to our 
victory. To them, and to the cl- 
villian workers of factory and 
farm who provided us with un- 
stinted means, we are forever in- 
debted. Our enormous material 
superiority gave us an unchal- 
‘lengeable advantage over our foes. 

While Germany’s own war po- 
tential crumbled, that of the Al- 
lies rose to heights unprecedent- 
ed. No army or navy was ever 
supported so generously or 30 
well. 

Never, during the entire cam- 
paign, were we forced to fight 
a major battle without the 
weapons that were needed. 


More important even than the 
weapons, however, was the in- 
domitable fighting spirit of the 
men of the Allied nations who 
wielded them. The courage and 
devotion to duty which they ex- 
hibited throughout the campaign, 
in the grim days of the Ardennes 
counter-offensive as well as in the 
excitement of the dash across 
France and later the advances 
into the midst of Germany, were 
unsurpassable. It was the spirit 
that had enabled them to with- 
stand the shocks of Dunkirk and 
Pearl Harbor which brought us 
to the last to Lubeck, to Torgau, 
and to Berchtesgaden. 

Underlying this invincibility of 
spirit was the confidence in Al- 
lied unity and the justice of the 
common cause which permeated 
all who were engaged, directly or 
indirectly, in the struggle. The 
comradeship which had been first 


| exemplified in North Africa car- 
ried us to new triumphs in north- 
west Europe. Within my own 
headquarters the American and 
British personnel worked har- 
moniously together, obliteratin 

all distinction of national outloo 

in their zealous service to a single 
organization, while in the field of 
battle the men of the Allied 
armies fought shoulder to shoul- 
der under my supreme command. 

Those civilian volunteers who 
shared the rigors and dangers of 
Campaign that they might 
brighten the existence of our men 
have the assurance of our warm- 
est gratitude, 

The United States of America 
and Great Britain have worked, 
not merely as Allies, but as one 
nation, pooling their resources 
of men and material alike, in 
this struggle st the forces 
of evil engendered by Hitler's 
Germany. In the expeditionary 
forces which it has been my 

rivilege to lead, both in the 

editerranean theater and in 
northwest Europe, an Allied ex- 
periment unprecedented in the 
history of the world has been 
carried out with decisive results.

Yet I know that all these would 
have me pay a final tribute to the 
memory of two very senior and 
gallant officers who started the 
campaign with us and who lost 
their lives before its conclusion. 

These were Adm. Sir Bertram

ford Leigh-Mallory of the Royal 
Air Force.

The former lost his life in an 
alrplane accident near Versailles, 
France, while still serving in the 
same capacity. The latter, re- 
lieved from my command to take 
over the Allied air forces in south- 
east Asia, was lost in an airplane 
accident near Grenoble, . France. 


The war service, the devotion 
to duty, and ‘he sacrifice of these 
two outstanding men typify the 
irreplaceable cost of the campaign 
represented in the lives of thou- 
sands of officers and enlisted men 
and members of the women’s serv- 
ices, of the American, British, 
and French forces. 


All of them died in the spirit 
of that unity which joined ‘the 
Allies in our common ideals. To 
them, and to those who bear the 
wounds of battle, we, their com- 
rades in arms, render most grate- 
ful and humble tribute. 


Under the arrangements made 
by the Combined Chiefs of Staff 
for the control of the field forces, 
General of the Army George C. 
Marshall acted as their executive 
in transmitting to me their orders 
and instructions, Moreover, under 
that most distinguished Secretary 
of War, Henry L. Stimson, Gen.

To 
this great soldier-statesman, I owe 
a particular debt for his friendly 
counsel and constant support.

Tomorrow

HERE is no better way to get 
the family to eat vegetables on 
a hot day than to serve them 
in a chilly salad with a down-on- 
the-farm flavor that sour cream 
dressing alone can give. Some 
sour cream dressings are cooked, 
others are the quick-mix kind, and 
this one today goes easy on the 
sour cream by using a commercial 
or a home prepared salad dressing 
as a base. The salad and dress- 
ing should be made at least two 
hours ahead so both will have 
time to chill, Vegetables should 
be perfectly cooked and seasoned 
correctly with salt only, then 
drained, cooled, covered and then 
chilled. Follow suggestions for at- 
tractive arrangement, or use your 
own plan ra make a pretty pic- 
ture of the vegetables. 
Platter. 

Vegetables: One small head of 
cauliflower, one pound buch as- 
paragus, three medium tomatoes, 
watercress or parsley. Dressing: 
One-half cup salad dressing, one- 
half cup sour cream, one-half tea- 
spoon prepared horseradish, two 
teaspoons lemon juice, one tea- 
spoon prepared mustard, dasy 
cayenne. 

Remove trimmed outer leaves 
from cauliflower and separate the 
head into flowerettes leaving the 
small green tender leaves at- 
tached. Cook in the usual way in 
boiling salted water in an uncov- 
ered pan until barely tender, or 
for six to seven minutes. Clean 
and cook asparagus in the regular 
way until just tender—12 to 15 
minutes. Drain vegetables, saving 
the juice for soup or to drink as a 
beverage. Cover and chill. When 
ready to serve, heap cold cauli- 
flowerettes attractively in the cen- 
ter. Arrange asp in four 
or five bunches around cauliflow- 
er, then overlap thick slices of to- 
matoes at each end of the platter, 
Garnish with cress or parsley, 
Serve with dressing which has 
been made by combining all in- 
gredients for the dressing and 
mixing thoroughly. Serves four or 


five.

VA TO GIVE SPINAL PATIENTS 
SPECIAL BEDS 70 TAKE HOME 


WASNINGTON, June 24 (UP)— 
Veterans with spinal cord injuries 
will be given specially equipped 
beds for home care and treatment 
after they leave the hospitals, the 
Veterans Administration an- 
nounced last night. 

The agency said that about 2000 
spinal cord cases resulted from 
World War II, and that the Ad- 
ministration eventually would be 
responsible for care of practical- 
ly all of them. Spinal cord in- 
juries may cause leg paralysis. 

Dr. Paul R. Hawley, VA chief 
medical director, said that a pa- 
tient with such injuries would re- 
ceive a hospital bed with an over- 
head bar for exercising, an inner 
spring mattress and two mattress 
covers.
